WASHINGTON — Co ngress 
set aside $9 75 millio n in 19 73 to 
make the 
natio n’s highway s 
safer, bu t the effo rt has been a 
“dismal” failu re. 
This is the co nclu sio n o f the 
Center fo r Au to Safety , fo u nded 
by Ralp h Nader, which has ju st 
co nclu ded a stu dy o f the high­ 
way safety p ro gram. 
In a rep o rt that hasn’t y et 
been released to the p u blic, the 
center 
u ses 
wo rds 
like 
“misleading,” 
“u nwise’’ 
and 
“ listless” 
to describe 
the 
p ro gram. 
This sharp ly co ntradicts the 
Po lly anna 
p ictu re which the 
F e d e r a l 
H ig hw a y 
Administratio n gav e Co ngress 
in Febru ary o f ho w the $9 75 
millio n is being u sed. The center 
dismissed this p ro gress rep o rt 
as “camo u flage.” 
The $9 75 millio n was su p p o sed 
to 
eliminate 
dangero u s 
rail 
cro ssings, to transfo rm “high 
hazard” stretches o f ro ads, to 
tear do wn ro adside o bstacles, to 
erect better signs o n p o o rly 
marked ro ads and to imp ro v e 
smaller tho ro u ghfares. 
The p ro gram was su p p o sed to 
reach v irtu ally ev ery street in 
America ex cep t interstate high­ 
way s 
and 
back-co u ntry 
car 
p aths. The ho p e was that the 
rep airs wo u ld redu ce the 53,000 
au to deaths, two millio n serio u s 
inju ries and $28.8 billio n ac­ 
cident to ll each y ear. 
Acco rding to the Center fo r 
Auto Safety , ho wev er, here is 
what has really happened; 
Co ntrary to the Federal High­ 
way Administratio n’s claim that 
“ railro ad-highway 
cro ssing 
surv ey s ... are co mpleted o r 
underway in all states,” the 
center fo und two states hadn’t 
ev en started the surv ey s and 17 
states hadn’t initiated a single 
pro ject “ to remedy their rail 


cro ssing situ atio n.” Indeed, o nly 
“$12 millio n o f the ap p o rtio ned 
$9 7 millio n had been o bligated,” 
the stu dy charged 
Only $24.5 millio n o f the $122 
millio n set aside to imp ro v e the 
“high hazard” stretches has 
been sp ent. Adds the stu dy : “Six 
mo nths after the av ailability o f 
the federal aid fu nds, 34 states 
had no t y et o bligated any fu nds 
fo r this p ro gram.” 


The natio n’s ro adway s are 
lined 
with p ro tru ding 
trees, 
dangero u s banks, su dden dro p s, 
steep ditches and o ther hazards. 
Yet o f $9 7.5 millio n av ailable to 
remo v e these o bstacles, “o nly 
$10 millio n had been o bligated 
by 
Janu ary 
31, 
19 75.” One 
reaso n, alleges the rep o rt, was 
that the federal go v ernment’s 
instru ctio ns to the states were 
“ambigu o u s, 
misleading and 
inco mp lete. 


“Only 31 safety co nstru ctio n 
p ro jects' 
in the safer ro ads 
demo nstratio n 
p ro gram 
had 
been started by the end o f the 
p ro gram’s first fiscal y ear, and 
these were co ncentrated in ju st 
three states, acco rding to the 
stu dy . 
Fu rthermo re, 
“Many 
states are carry ing o u t the 
o rganizatio nal req u irements (o f 
this p ro gram) ... in an ex ­ 
tremely hap hazard manner if at 
all, and the Federal Highway 
Administratio n has taken no 
step s to assu re o therwise.” 
Under this p ro gram, ano ther 
$150 millio n was p ro v ided to 
make the back ro ads, with their 
hairp in tu rns and so ft sho ulders, 
a little safer. But as o f J anuary 
31, the center fo u nd that o nly 
$13.8 millio n had been o bligated. 
The center assigned mo st o f 
the blame fo r the lagging high­ 
way 
impro v ements 
to 
“ the 
generally unsatisfacto ry nature 
o f 
the 
Federal 
Highway 
Administratio n’s leadership.”

Make believe: 
Children learn by fantasizing

Fantasy play or make-believe, 
once 
thought 
as 
useless 
or 
wasted 
time, 
suddenly 
has 
become respectable. 
Recent research indicates it 
speeds the maturation process 
of pre-school children, ages two 
through five, more successfully 
than regular classroom play, 
often too structured. 


Mary Jo Herde, area child and 
family development specialist 
for 
Scott, 
Stoddard 
and 
Mississippi Counties, says many 
pre-schools 
are 
still 
too 
regimented in their teaching 
methods. What is needed are 
“lots of unstructured activities 
and 
creative 
outlets,” 
Miss 
Herde says. 


Often parents are at fault. 
When a pre-school teacher does 
incorporate 
fantasy 
as 
a 
teaching tool, “ parents become 
upset because they think kids 
are only playing.” 


Rather than place the burden 
entirely on schools, Miss Herde 
suggests 
parents 
become 
teachers of fantasy play. After 
all, “parents are the child’s first 
teachers and probably the most 
important teachers they’ll ever 
have.” 
Research conducted by Joan 
Freyberg, 
a 
psychotherapist 


and psychoanalyst in New York 
City, 
shows 
parents horsing 
around with their children in­ 
creases a child’s attention span, 
self-control and problem-solving 
abilities through the power of 
imagination. 
To “ teach these intangibles 
that cannot be taught in any 
other 
w ay,” 
Miss 
Herde 
suggests 
several 
activities 
parents may try. At the end of 
each day, parents should talk 
with the child about the child’s 
activities rather than allowing 
the family to become absorbed 
into the TV set each evening. 
When 
talking, 
“use 
specific 
names, colors and shapes” to 
increase their understanding of 
the world around them. 
A child also can develop a 
positive self-image of himself 
through a parent’s praise such 
as when a child does something 
good like picking up his clothes. 
“Parents are very quick to say 
when something is wrong.” 
However, reading to a child 
takes a new twist by omitting 
the ending of the stories. This is 
to allow the child to think and 
develop an ending of his own, 
Miss Herde says. 
In 
addition, 
after a 
child 
returns from a field trip, ask 
him to act out what he did. 
Allowing 
a 
child to cook 
simple things such as scrambled 
eggs or to stir the dough gives 
the child an experimental sense. 


“They see that something solid 
can become pasty and cooking 
encourages them to try new 
foods.” Boys should be included 
in the kitchen, too, she says. 
Parents should also encourage 
children 
to 
dance freely to 
develop a sense of rhythm and 
hearing and motor abilities. 
Easy songs to dance to are “The

like to reiterate my solidarity 
with ...

That, of course, is why he got 
all that money. And because, 
for whatever reasons, he did 
not deliver, there is discontent 
with him. 
Walton has said he wants to 
continue to play pro basketball, 
although he has not said it 
recently.

Who is Bill Walton and what 
are his plans?

CARUTHERSVILLE-Eddie 
Lee Orr, 23, of St. Louis, charged 
along with three others in 
connection with a series of 
robbery-murders along Inter­ 
state 55 in the spring of 1973, was 
transported to the Missouri 
Penitentiary Monday night by 
Pemiscot County Sheriff Thad 
Shelly to begin serving two 
additional life sentences for the 
robbery-murders. 
Last week, Orr was returned 
from the penitentiary in Jef­ 
ferson City where he is already 
serving two life sentences from 
Ste. Genevieve County 
for a 
service station robbery-murder 
to Pemiscot County to answer 
charges stemming from the 
death of a young service station 
attendant 
at 
the 
Raceway 
Service Station near Holland in 


early April, 1973. 
Orr pleaded guilty to the 
robbery, murder charges before 
Circuit Judge William Ragland 
and was sentenced to two life 
terms, one on each count. 
Orr was arrested and sub­ 
sequently 
charged 
with the 
Southeast 
Missouri 
counties 
along with his nephew, Howard 
Coleman, 
and 
his 
brother. 
Coleman was acquitted of the 
murder charge in the Pemiscot 
case by a jury last year, but was 
sentenced to 10 years on the 
robbery charge. The other Orr 
brother is presently serving a 
life term from Ste. Genevieve 
County. None of the defendants 
would testify against the other 
when the cases came to court, 
hampering prosecution in both 
counties.

(AP) — Missouri’s general rev­ 
enue fund will not feel the full 
brunt of the multi-billion dollar 
federal tax cut until the 1976- 
1977 fiscal year, according to 
the state Department of Reve­ 
nue. 
A. Gerald Reiss, director of 
the Division of Taxation and 
Collection, said Wednesday the 
federal tax cut, signed by Pres­ 
ident Ford nearly two weeks 
ago, will reduce revenues from 
the state income tax by about 
$4.9 million annually. 
In the coming fiscal year, 
which begins in July, however, 
the net loss to the state will 
only be about $900,000, Reiss 
said, because th^rebates called 
for on this year’s federal in­ 
come tax in the congressional 
measure will be subject to state 
income taxes. 
That will generate an addi­ 
tional $4 million in state reve­ 
nues. Those funds, offsetting 
the tax cut losses, have eased 
the minds of some state offi­ 
cials who had feared the tax 
cut compounded by what ap­ 
pears to be declining revenue 
estimates would severely wor­ 
sen the state’s already tight 
budget situation. 
Under the state income tax 
plan, which was adopted sev­ 
eral years ago, the deductions 
on federal income tax are used 
to figure the amount owed to 
the state. Since the $24 billion 
federal tax cut involves in­ 
creased deductions for individ­ 
ual taxpayers, those reductions 
will filter down to the state lev­ 
el. 
But some lawmakers, led by 
Senate President Pro Tern Wil­ 
liam Cason, 
feel the state 
should take action to make sure 
the full benefits of the federal 
tax cut are not eaten up by 
higher state taxes. 
Cason, who has proposed a 
$20 million cut in state income 
taxes through higher personal 
exemptions, has said he be­ 
lieves the federal bill should be 
studied before any final action 
is taken on the state level. 
But he said his proposal pro­ 
vides a means “to pass this 
(tax cut) through to the people. 
We certainly don’t want a wind­ 
fall.” 
The House Revenue and Eco­ 
nomics Committee also recom­ 
mended approval Wednesday to 
a bill that would allow retired 
members of the armed forces 
to deduct up to $3,000 of their 
retirement benefits. The cost of 


that measure, which will prob­ 
ably die because of time limita­ 
tions, could not be estimated by 
state fiscal officials. 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond has 
suggested that revenue esti­ 
mates are now running about 
$8 million behind what had 
originally been expected. 
“Unless the bill carries the 
toughest 
possible 
provision 
against the right to strike, all 
the language in it is a pious 
declaration,” said Carthage Re­ 
publican Robert Ellis Young in 
seeking support for harsh pen­ 
alties against strikers. 
But the House opted instead 
for a somewhat lighter proposal 
that would require all teachers 
participating in strikes to be 
stripped of their tenure, the 
strong guarantee of job secur­ 
ity earned after four years. 
“Every school strike we’ve 
had, nobody has been pun­ 
ished,” argued Kansas City 
Democrat Harold Holliday, not­ 
ing that fines levied against 
teacher organizations calling il­ 
legal strikes in the past remain 
uncollected. 
“They are striking with im­ 
punity,” he charged. 
The House did turn back two 
pro-labor amendments Wednes­ 
day, one allowing 50 per cent or 
more of the employes to desig­ 
nate their bargaining agent by 
merely signing a petition rather 
than holding an election and 
the other ensuring that all cur­ 
rent union members would re­ 
main in the union even if they 
would qualify as supervisors 
under the new law. 
Democratic leaders of both 
the House and Senate had 
stated early in the year that 
Bond had underestimated the 
revenue for the 1975-1976 fiscal 
year and that there would be 
sufficient funds for a number of 
new programs. 
But following the governor’s 
closed session last month with 
the House Democrats, during 
which he urged the lawmakers 
to curb spending, House leaders 
agreed the budget situation will 
be tight. They said, however, it 
is still up to the legislature to 
determine the priorities for 
spending the funds that are 
available. 
Bond’s 
recommended 
bal­ 
anced budget, presented early 
in January, cited less than $1.13 
billion in state funds for the 
coming year, and it did not 
take into consideration reduced 
income due to the economic 
slump or the federal tax cut. 


The legislature has given at 
least tentative approval to bills 
requiring more than $50 million 
to implement, well above the 
governor’s fiscal recommenda­ 
tions for the measures. 
With the fiscal 1976 budget 
bills yet to go to the floor for 
consideration, the House Appro­ 
priations Committee has ap­ 
proved three of the nine meas­ 
ures already, increasing them 
by more than $8 million over 
the governor’s recommenda­ 
tion. 
The. House Revenue and Eco­ 


nomics Committee, which is 
charged with setting priorities 
on spending legislation to be 
given final consideration by the 


full chamber, has agreed to 
hold off recommendations on 
bills that would cost about $20 
million to implement for at 
least another week. 


“I’m in favor of a little better 
picture of our financial situ­ 
ation before we put any of 
these bills out,” said Republi­ 
can Claude Blakeley of Neosho.

According to the bill, a lob­ 
byist would be defined as a 
person who is paid for at­ 
tempting to influence legislation 
or adminstrative actions or any 
person who spends more than 
$200 for that purpose 
This is legislation that both 
lobbyists and legislators are 


interested in. For many years 
there have been no effecitve 
rules and regulations that a 
lobbyist 
could 
follow, 
many 
times a lobbyist could only 
conduct his job by his own pr- 
sonal 
judgement. 
Now- 
the 
lobbyist will have something 
clear and definite that he may 
judge his activities by. First 
round consideration on this bill 
will be taken up shortly. 
Lobbyists that would violate 
this act would not be permitted 
to lobby for any group for a 
period of no less than five years 
This act also gives any citizen in 
the state the right to bring action 
in the circuit courts to enforce 
by an injunction the provisions 
of tis act. 
Presently there are between 
300 and 400 persons that are 
registered as lobbyists. The Cole

It is most likely that the later 
readings are more represen­ 
tative of your usual blood 
pressure, and I agree that at 
those levels you certainly don’t 
need treatment. 
You are correct that blood 
pressure gauges can become 
faulty. That is why all of the in­ 
struments with a dial or clock 
face should be checked regular­ 
ly. The pressure recorded with 
a column of mercury is ac­ 
curate. The pressure required 
to raise a column of mercury 
follows fundamental laws of 
physics. The dial-type devices 
should be checked regularly 
against a mercury column. 
That sound in your ears may 
be related to circulation, even 
with normal pressure. It can be 
representative of many things, 
including wax in the ear. If so, 
removing the wax will cure it. 
If it s circulation or some other 
cause, it may stay with you. 
Ask your doctor about it. 
And. you are right. I think you 
should certainly quit smoking. 
It will do you more harm a lot 
faster than your fairly normal 
blood pressure. You can start 
getting benefits from stopping 
smoking immediately. It may 
even help that sound in your 
ears. Give it a try and see.

This is the conclusion of the 
Center for Auto Safety, founded 
by Ralph Nader, which lias just 
concluded a study of the high 
way safety program . 
In a report that hasn’t yet 
been released to the public, the

This sharply contradicts the 
Pollyanna 
picture which the

The $975 million was supposed 
to 
elim inate 
dangerous 
rail 
crossings, to transform "high 
hazard" stretches of roads, to 
tear down roadside obstacles, to 
erect better signs on poorly 
m arked roads and to improve 
sm aller thoroughfares 
The program was supposed to 
reach virtually every street in 
America except interstate high­ 
ways 
and 
back-country 
car 
paths 
The hope was that the 
repairs would reduce the 53.UUO 
auto deaths, two million serious 
injuries and $‘28 8 billion ac­ 
cident toll each year. 
According to the Center for 
Auto Safety, however, here is 
what has really happened: 
Contrary to the Federal High 
way A dm inistration’s claim that 
"railro ad -h ig h w ay 
cro ssin g 
surveys ... are completed or 
underway in all states," the 
center found two states hadn’t 
even started the surveys and 17 
states hadn't initiated a single

ST. LOUIS — A federal ap­ 
peals court has upheld a jury’s 
verdict of $250,000 in damages to 
a Southeast Missouri man in­ 
jured in the explosion of a truck 
tire. 
The 8th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals Tuesday ruled in the 
case of Clifford Griggs of East 
Prairie, who had sued Firestone 
Tire and Rubber Co. in con­ 
nection with an incident on Oct. 
2, 1971. Griggs was attaching to 
a truck a tire mounted on a 
Firetone multipiece rim when 
the 
assembly 
exploded, 
resulting in serious and per­ 
manent injuries to his head and 
face. 
A jury in U.S. District Court 
at Cape Girardeau returned a 
$250,000 
verdict 
against 
Firestone in favor of Griggs, and 
the appeals court upheld the 
decision. 
“ We conclude that defendant 
cannot succeed in its argument 
that plaintiff failed to make a 
submissible case,” the appeals 
court said. 
“ A jury could reasonably have 
found that Firetone failed to 
meet its duty of reasonable care, 
that this failure was a proximate 
cause of plaintiff’s injuries and 
that there was no independent 
intervening cause. ”

WASHINGTON (A P ) - The 
Ford 
administration 
warns 
there will be fewer jobs and 
more inflation if labor unions 
press for higher wages than the 
recession-weakened 
economy 
can afford. 
The Council on Wage and 
Price Stability noted that wage 
increases lagged behind price 
increases last year, but said at­ 
tempts to recover this loss in 
1975 could be counter-produc­ 
tive. 
At the same time, Labor Sec­ 
retary John T. Dunlop warned 
of a wave of strikes in the de­ 
pressed construction industry 
unless labor and management 
show restraint at the bargain­ 
ing table. 
Dunlop 
said 
negotiators

interests rather than to press 
immediate and short-run inter­ 
ests to the hilt” if the industry 
hopes to recover from its worst 
downturn since the 1930s.

Children learn by fantasizing

Fantasy play or make-believe, 
once 
thought 
as 
useless 
or 
wasted 
time, 
suddenly 
has 
become respectable. 
Recent research indicates it 
speeds the maturation process 
of pre-school children, ages two 
through five, more successfully 
than regular classroom play, 
often too structured. 


M ary Jo Herde, area child and 
family development specialist 
for 
Scott, 
Stoddard 
and 
Mississippi Counties, says many 
pre-schools 
are 
still 
too 
regimented in their teaching 
methods. What is needed are 
‘‘lots of unstructured activities 
and 
creative 
outlets,” 
Miss 
Herde says. 


Often parents are at fault. 
When a pre-school teacher does 
incorporate 
fantasy 
as 
a 
teaching tool, ‘‘parents become 
upset because they think kids 
are only playing ” 


Rallier than place the burden 
entirely on schools, Miss Herde 
suggests 
parents 
becom e 
teachers of fantasy play. After 
all, “ parents are the child’s first 
teachers and probably the most 
important teachers they’ll ever 
have.” 
Research conducted by Joan 
Freyberg, 
a 
psychotherapist 


and psychoanalyst in New York 
City, 
shows 
parents 
horsing 
around with their children in­ 
creases a child’s attention span, 
self-control and problem-solving 
abilities through the power of 
imagination. 
To “ teach these intangibles 
that cannot be taught in any 
other 
w a y ,” 
M iss 
Herde 
suggests 
several 
activitie s 
parents may try. At the end of 
each day, parents should talk 
with the child about the child’s 
activities rather than allowing 
the fam ily to become absorbed 
into the TV set each evening. 
When 
talking, 
“ use 
specific 
names, colors and shapes’’ to 
increase their understanding of 
the world around them. 
A child also can develop a 
positive self-image of himself 
through a parent’s praise such 
as when a child does something 
good like picking up his clothes. 
“ Parents are very quick to say 
when something is wrong.” 
However, reading to a child 
takes a new twist by omitting 
the ending of the stories. This is 
to allow the child to think and 
develop an ending of his own, 
Miss Herde says. 
In 
addition, 
after 
a 
child 
returns from a field trip, ask 
him to act out what he did. 
Allowing 
a 
child 
to cook 
simple things such as scrambled 
eggs or to stir the dough gives 
the child an experimental sense. 


“ They see that something solid 
can become pasty and cooking 
encourages them to try new 
foods.” Boys should be included 
in the kitchen, too, she says. 
Parents should also encourage 
children 
to 
dance 
freely 
to 
develop a sense of rhythm and 
hearing 
and 
motor 
abilities. 
Easy songs to dance to are “ The 
Noble Duke of York” , “ I Am a 
Little 
Teapot” 
and 
“ Heads, 
Shoulders, Knees and Toes.” 


Lucky 
are 
those 
children 
whose 
parents 
can 
create 
“ original rhymes, not just the 
old-fashioned 
ones.” 
Hearing 
rhymes 
increases 
a 
child’s 
retention and teaches him how 
to rhyme, she says. 


O th e r 
u n s t r u c t u r e d , 
imaginative outlets are letting a 
child create forms from play 
dough; coloring scenes or people 
on blank pieces of paper -- 
coloring 
books 
are 
unimaginative; dressing up in 
mother and father’s clothes; 
and making toys such as a 
cardboard box becomes a drum, 
paper 
bags 
and 
old 
socks 
become 
puppets 
and 
finger- 
painting becomes pictures to 
decorate a child’s room. 
All this allows the “ pre-school 
years to be learning years where 
parents 
and 
teachers 
help 
children 
by 
encouraging 
ex­ 
ploration and experimentation 
in the young child.”

(AP) — Missouri’s general rev­ 
enue fund will not feel the full 
brunt of the multi-billion dollar 
federal tax cut until the 1976- 
1977 fiscal year, according to 
the state Department of Reve­ 
nue. 
A. Gerald Reiss, director of 
the Division of Taxation and 
Collection, said Wednesday the 
federal tax cut, signed by Pres­ 
ident Ford nearly two weeks 
ago, will reduce revenues from 
the state income tax by about 
$4.9 million annually. 
In the coming fiscal year, 
which begins in July, however, 
the net loss to the state will 
only be about $900,000, Reiss 
said, because th^rebates called 
for on this year’s federal in­ 
come tax in the congressional 
measure will be subject to state 
income taxes. 
That will generate an addi­ 
tional $4 million in state reve­ 
nues. Those funds, offsetting 
the tax cut losses, have eased 
the minds of some state offi­ 
cials who had feared the tax 
cut compounded by what ap­ 
pears to be declining revenue 
estimates would severely wor­ 
sen the state’s already tight 
budget situation. 
Under the state income tax 
plan, which was adopted sev­ 
eral years ago, the deductions 
on federal income tax are used 
to figure the amount owed to 
the state. Since the $24 billion 
federal tax cut involves in­ 
creased deductions for individ­ 
ual taxpayers, those reductions 
will filter down to the state lev­ 
el. 
But some lawmakers, led by 
Senate President Pro Tern Wil­ 
liam 
Cason, 
feel 
the 
state 
should take action to make sure 
the full benefits of the federal 
tax cut are not eaten up by 
higher state taxes. 
Cason, who has proposed a 
$20 million cut in state income 
taxes through higher personal 
exemptions, has said he be­ 
lieves the federal bill should be 
studied before any final action 
is taken on the state level. 
But he said his proposal pro­ 
vides a means "to pass this 
(tax cut) through to the people. 
We certainly don’t want a wind­ 
fall." 
The House Revenue and Eco­ 
nomics Committee also recom­ 
mended approval Wednesday to 
a bill that would allow retired 
members of the armed forces 
to deduct up to $3,000 of their 
retirement benefits. The cost of 


that measure, which will prob­ 
ably die because of time limita­ 
tions, could not be estimated by 
state fiscal officials. 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond has 
suggested that revenue esti­ 
mates are now running about 
$8 million behind what had 
originally been expected. 
"Unless the bill carries the 
toughest 
possible 
provision 
against the right to strike, all 
the language in it is a pious 
declaration," said Carthage Re­ 
publican Robert Ellis Young in 
seeking support for harsh pen­ 
alties against strikers. 
But the House opted instead 
for a somewhat lighter proposal 
that would require all teachers 
participating in strikes to be 
stripped of their tenure, the 
strong guarantee of job secur­ 
ity earned after four years. 
"Every school strike we’ve 
had, 
nobody has been pun­ 
ished," argued Kansas City 
Democrat Harold Holliday, not­ 
ing that fines levied against 
teacher organizations calling il­ 
legal strikes in the past remain 
uncollected. 
"They are striking with im­ 
punity," he charged. 
The House did turn back two 
pro-labor amendments Wednes­ 
day, one allowing 50 per cent or 
more of the employes to desig­ 
nate their bargaining agent by 
merely signing a petition rather 
than holding an election and 
the other ensuring that all cur­ 
rent union members would re­ 
main in the union even if they 
would qualify as supervisors 
under the new law. 
Democratic leaders of both 
the 
House and Senate had 
stated early in the year that 
Bond had underestimated the 
revenue for the 1975-1976 fiscal 
year and that there would be 
sufficient funds for a number of 
new programs. 
But following the governor’s 
closed session last month with 
the House Democrats, during 
which he urged the lawmakers 
to curb spending. House leaders 
agreed the budget situation will 
be tight. They said, however, it 
is still up to the legislature to 
determine 
the 
priorities 
for 
spending the funds that are 
available. 
Bond’s 
recommended 
bal­ 
anced budget, presented early 
in January, cited less than $1.13 
billion in state funds for the 
coming year, and it did not 
take into consideration reduced 
income due to the economic 
slump or the federal tax cut.
